The Applicants wish to confirm the content of Examiner-initiated interviews on January 
23, 2004 and January 28, 2004. 

During the January 23, 2004 interview, Examiner Ware of the Patent Office kindly 
contacted the undersigned to indicate that a response filed by the Applicants on December 23, 
2003 might be entered, or might raise new issues for examination, and that the Examiner would 
consider entry of the amendment likely within the next week or two. 

During the interview of January 28, 2004, the Examiner suggested several amendments to 
the claims to place the application in condition for allowance.
